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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-35 are pending in this application. The Office received and entered an 
amendment on 12/30/01, dated paper #8A. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. and PCT Rule

single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

PCT Rule 13.1 states that the international application shall relate to one invention 
only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
(requirement of unity of invention).

Group IV, claim(s) 4, 33-42 and 35, drawn to methods of making. 

The inventions in groups I, II, III and IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
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corresponding technical features that defines a contribution over the prior art. The compounds 
and methods of making said compounds in group I and the methods of making in each of the 
inventions of groups II, III and IV in this application are independent and distinct, differing 
from each other materially in structure and element. Each of the groups set forth supra 
represents a distinct method of making the various heterocyclic-ring containing compounds, 
using materially different reactants, reagents and reaction conditions, etc. Therefore, there is a 
lack of unity among the above identified groups because there is no significant structural 
element shared by all of the alternatives. Prior art anticipation of one would not render the 
other obvious. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that that is the case. 
Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and restriction of the invention in 
accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper.
